MENT. 
The editor of the Madisonian complains 


bitterly of the suppression of his paper by | 


postmasters. This is what he might have 
expected for daring to question the course 
of “the party,” and confirms what we main- 
tain in regard to the monopoly of power by 
this Department, viz: that the people will 
find it impossible to rescue the Government

It detects 
conspiracies—uomasks hypocrisy—unrav- 
els plots—and exposes corruption. But 
STIFLE the PRESS and the people sink 
down into slavery. 

This Government, which is neither more 
nor Jess than the post-office corps—Gen, 
Kendall commanding—holds unlimited sway 
over the press, which is to the powers that 
be what a standing army is to a Tyrant.
